HISTORY AND PROSPECTS of European Russia. Only 17.5 million Rus- 

sians lived in the European part of the En- 
pire, less than half amillion in the Asiatic part. By 1897, the year 
of the first and only complete census ever takeninthe Empire of the 
Czars, the Russian population had increased to 94.3 million, the total 
population to 125.6 million. The period from 1897 to 1914 was one of 
ordered development, but nocensus was taken. Then came the holocaust 
of World WarI, the Revolution, civil disorders, famine, and epidemics. 
Gradually order was restored andeconomic functioning integrated over 
larger areas, but the development of the Communist economy was modified 
temporarily in the NewEconomic Policy (NEP). During this transitional 
phase the Soviet Government took the First All-Union Census on Decem- 
ber 17, 1926. This census provided an extraordinarily complete inven- 
tory of the human resources of the Soviet Union. After 1928 NEP was 
superseded by the period of Socialist Construction which was initiated 
with the First Five Year Plan. The collectivization of agriculture, 
forced resettlements, and the rapid pace of ‘industrialization tempo- 
rarily disturbed the orderly progress of population growth, but the 
period of the middle and late 'thirties was again one of demographic 
"normalcy." A complete census was taken in1937, but its inaccuracies 
were so great that no data were released. Another complete census was 
taken on January 17, 1939, but only summary results have been published. 


Vital statistics are even more deficient than census returns. 
Those of the Czarist regime were grossly incomplete, but even these 
disappeared during the period of the First World War and the Revolu- 
tion. The Soviet Government began the development of a national sys- 
tem of civil registration, and by 1926-1927 had achieved relatively 
complete reporting for most of the country. Again a changed internal 
situation created almost insuperable difficulties in the compilation 
of statistics and made complete publication inadvisable. Data gradually 
became less adequate, only the series for the Ukraine extending through 
1930. After this year there is available only the crude birth rate 
for the entire country. in 1938, the ratio of births to deaths in 1938, 
and changes in birth rates from 1935 through 1938. 


The data of the 1939 census, if published in detail, would have 
permitted the reconstruction of the dynamics of the previous thirteen 
years, a detailed inventory of the human resources, and a reasoned 
assessment of the potentialities of the future if that future should 
represent an ordered evolution from the past. But in 1939 the Second 
World War began. Russian war losses between 1941 and 1945 may have 
reached the almost incredible total of 20 million. Furthermore, ter- 
ritorial boundaries have been and are in process of being redrawn. 
Millions of people have moved across the lines that were the national 
frontiers of 1939, and even more millions have moved or been redistri- 
buted within the territory of Russia itself. If Russia were still the 
backward eastern domain of Peter the Great, the hiatus of demographic 
knowledge would be relatively insignificant except to a few special- 
ists, but the Soviet Union is now a great power, with her activities 
and her developments inextricably interwoven with those of both Eu- 
rope and Asia, indeed of the world as a whole. 
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Frank Lorimer has again placed American demographers inhis debt 
through approaching the analysis of these demographic statistics of 
Russia with his usual combination of ingenuity, breadth of vision, and 
hard work. His study, The Population of the Soviet Union: History and 
Prospects, is issued by the League of Nations as the third ina series 
of demographic studies undertaken for it by the Office of Population 
Research of Princeton University. This is no formal demography. 
Rather, it is the epic story of the Russian people and the Russian 
economy viewed in demographic focus. Chapters on the population of 
the Russian plain to the end of the nineteenth century and the econom- 
ic structure of the Russian Empire precede the analysis of population 
changes during World War I, the Revolution, and the Civil War. The 
available statistics dictate that the central segment be a detailed 
analysis of the data of the census of 1926, including residence in 
1926 in relation to place of birth, ethnic composition, characteris— 
tics by regions, and regional variations inmortality, fertility, and 
reproduction. Analyses of trends in occupations and production, and 
in population and migration for the 1926-1939 period are followed by 
a final assessment of the changes of the war period and a statistical 
and qualitative evaluation of the population prospects of the coming dec- 
ades. There are methodological and statistical appendixes and a compre- 
hensive bibliography, the latter prepared byMyron Kantorovitz Gordon. 


Geographical and cultural factors combined to keep Russiaa rel- 
atively empty land during the long centuries when Western Europe and 
Eastern Asia were being occupied. The great military movements across 
southern Russia, the conflict between the peoples of the forest and 
the steppe, the establir:ment of Tatars in the Volga, the Crimea, the 
North Caucasus, Siberia, and Central Asia, and the vast and loose 
structure of the Great Khan's Empire created the basic geographical 
distributions and cultural patterns from which the Russian Empire 
evolved: The major economic problems of the Soviet Union, in turn, 
were adirect heritage from the economic structure of Czarist Russia. 
These included extreme dependence onan agriculture carried on at low 
technological levels, the retarded development of industry ina land 
with great potentialities for industrial development, and an inade- 
quate integration of the different regions that resulted in ineffi- 
cient distribution of population, low productivity, and unnecessary 
transportation costs. "The development of Soviet economy can be 
interpreted largely as an attempt to resolve these problems, and at 
the same time to fulfill new social objectives, to deal with the many 
specific problems arising in a period of rapid trenattion, and to 
make provisions for military security." 


The economic situation of the Russian Empire was increasingly 
dynamic inthe early decades of the twentieth century. Indices of in- 
dustrial production, industrial employment, transportation, and even 
productivity per agricultural worker were upward, but the Russian 
economy remained primarily agrarian at a low technical level. Even 
as late as 1926 the peasant or pastoral economy dominated the life of 
the people inmost parts of the Soviet Union. Over four-fifths of the 
population were dependent on agriculture, forestry, fishing, and 
crafts and shops. Only eight percent were dependent onmanufacturing, 
construction, and transportation industries combined. As much as one- 
fourth of the population were dependent on other than agrarian occu- 
pations only in the regions around Leningrad and Moscow, in the Cri- 
mea, and in the far Eastern Territory. 














The economic developments of the U.S.S.R. from 1926 to 1939 "un- 
doubtedly represent the most remarkable expansion of mechanical, tech- 
nical, and administrative activity ever achieved in any nation in so 
short a time." The achievement of arapid growth of industrial, com- 
merical, and administrative services required that workers be trans- 
ferred from agricultural and related activities at the same time that 
the volume of marketed agricultural products be increased. Between 
1926 and 1939 there was adecrease in the farm population, an increase 
in land under cultivation, and some increase inthe average yield per 
unit of sown land, but this was achieved by the execution of a drastic 
program for the mechanization and collectivization of agriculture. 


The redistribution of population between 1926 and 1939 reflects 
the advance of technology. There was a progressive penetration of 
population into remote regions, an increasing density of population 
along communication lines, andarapid increase of population in many 
established centers of commerce and industry, along with the formation 
of new industrial or commercial centers in previously uninhabited or 
sparsely settled areas. The rapid growth of cities in all parts of 
the U.S.S.R. was the controlling factor inthe redistribution of popu- 
lation throughout the Soviet period. At the same time, the new spa- 
tial pattern still reflected the persistent force of such geographic 
factors as temperature, rainfall, soils, topography, and distance. 


The "normal" levels of fertility, mortality, and natural increase 
that characterized the Russian people can be inferred roughly from 
vital statistics for periods for which these are available. The de- 
tailed patterns of regional, ethnic, and urban-rural differentials in 
fertility can be analyzed indetail from the age distributions of the 
Czarist census of 1897 and the Soviet census of 1926. In general, 
Russian fertility has been high but falling fast. The gross repro- 
duction rate (which Lorimer correctly designates as a "ratio") esti- 
mated for the censuses of 1897 and 1926, and reflecting the fertility 
of about 1894 and1924, fell from 3.3 to 2.6. By 1938 it had declined 
to 2.2. (See front cover chart.) These declines, however, did not 
sharply undercut the growth potential of the population, for mortality 
was also falling. Estimated net reproduction ratios were 1.6, 1.7, 
and 1.5 in 1894, 1924, and 1938, respectively. As of 1924, there 
were large differences in the levels of fertility of ethnic and re- 
gional groups. However, the predominant difference was that between 
urban and rural districts. The gross reproduction ratio for rural 
areas was 68 percent and the net reproduction ratio was about 55 per 
cent higher than the corresponding ratios for urban areas. The net 
reproduction ratio was below unity only in the urban areas of Lenin- 
grad Province; the Azov subregion of the North Caucasus Territory, in- 
cluding Rostov; and the Maritime Region of the Far Eastern Territory, 
including Vladivostok. 


These gross and net reproduction ratios measure the potential 
rate of increase if the schedules of fertility and mortality as of 
specific time periods remained inforce. They fail to measure the re- 
productive performance of a people who have been subjected to recurrent 
demographic catastrophe for over thirty years. If census age distri- 
butions are available for 1897, 1926, and 1939 and the "normal" levels 
of fertility and mortality can be assumed, it is theoretically possible 
to estimate the extent of the demographic costs of the successive 
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crises through which the Russian people have passed since 1914. Lor- 
imer attempts this difficult task, admitting that the answers which 
are secured are only approximations to the true figure, and that better 
approximations may be made if and when the Soviet Government releases 
more of the basic data for the period since 1930. 


It is impossible to summarize in brief compass the numerous prob- 
lems involved in the reconstruction of Russian statistics and the 
techniques utilized to create the series of hypothetical populations 
from which estimates of the probable losses were secured. Those ad- 
dicted to the detective story candono better than to read Lorimer's 
Chapter III, "Population changes during World WarI, Revolution, and 
Civil War"; Chapter IX, "Trend of the Soviet population, 1926-1939"; 
and Chapter XI, "War changes and population prospects." Lorimer's 
conclusion is that the deficit of population between 1914 and 1926 was 
somewhere in the vicinity of 28 million persons, probably not less 
than 25 million or more than 30 million. Two million of this 28 mil- 
lion loss was due to net emigration, ten million to a reduction in 
births, and sixteen million to an increase in mortality. This latter 
figure thus "...measures in terms of extinguished lives the approxi- 
mate magnitude of the cost of war and revolution in Russia, including 
their indirect effects onhealth, duringa period of about ten years." 


The years from 1926 to 1939 involved both the development and 
liquidation of the officially sponsored abortion program and the ex- 
cess mortality of the period of the collectivization of agriculture, 
the settlement of the nomads, and the rapid tempo of industrial ex- 
pansion. For this period Lorimer estimates that the birth rate 
dropped to 30.1 in 1935, and then increased to 33.6 in 1936, 39.6 in 
1937, and 38.3 in 1938. As for mortality, a detailed analysis hy va- 
rious ingenious techniques indicates "...the loss of some 5 million 
lives (over age 12 in 1939) during the intercensus period above the 
number of deaths that would normally have been expected." 


The crucial problem is not the historic losses of the period of 
the First World War and the Revolution, or even of the early period 
of collectivization and forced industrialization, but rather the 
present population of the Soviet Union and its potential development 
in the coming decades. Here the only data available from the 1939 
census are adistribution by sex without age and by broad age classes 
without sex. The only vital statistics data are a crude birth rate 
for 1938 and, by implication, acrude death rate for the same year. 
Various manipulations involving the development of a quinquennial age 
distribution, by sex, and the creation of a life table permitted the 
projection of the Russian population as of 1939 forward to 1970 on 
the assumption that the trends in both fertility and mortality would 
follow the general European pattern. These projections have already 
been presented and analyzed in a previous publication of the Office 
of Population Research--The Future Population of Europe and the Soviet 


Union: Population Projections, 1940-1970. 


Even in the absence of World War II and its attendant changes, 
Lorimer questions the detailed applicability of the European pattern 
of population change to the future development of the Russian popula- 
tion. Improvements in health conditions and declines in mortality are 
likely to be more rapid in the U.S.S.R. than in the Europe of an ear- 
lier period. Any projection of natality rates for the Soviet popula- 
tion very far into the future is extremely hazardous. Public provi- 

















sions for maternal care and various subtle ideological and attitudinal 
factors might retard the decline in fertility even in the absence of 
any positive population policy. Actually, the 1944 Edict of the Su- 
preme Soviet on increased state aid for mothers and children consti- 
tutes "one of the most decisive pro-natalist programs ever inaugurated 
in any country." 


The determination of the effect of World War II and its corre- 
lated changes on the future population of the U.S.S.R. is impossible 
with the data at present available. Lorimer indicates the general na- 
ture of itseffects, aside from boundary changes andmigrations across 
the 1939 boundaries, by assuming anet war loss of 20 million between 
1940 and 1945. This hypothetical loss, distributed by type and age- 
sex incidence, would result ina 1970 population of 222 million instead 
of 251 million. The further possible effects of boundary changes are 
discussed "on the basis of hypotheses that carry no explicit or in- 
plicit assumption as to the probable limits of the Soviet Union." 


In 1914 the Russian people were unhealthy, illiterate, and eco- 
nomically powerless. In 1941-1945 the Soviet Union withstood "the 
most powerful military aggression in human history." The transforma- 
tion was great, but it was not accomplished without inconceivable 
hardships and stupendous losses. "The loss of human lives during... 
thirty years, counting both excess deaths and deficits of births under 
abnormal conditions, approaches and may pass fifty million persons." 
The population movements of the future are fluid and unpredictable. 
"It is clear, however, that the forces now implicit inSoviet popula- 
tion trends provide basic demographic conditions that will be condu- 
cive in the immediate future to economic and social progress. They 
also will create a broad foundation for the future security of the 
Soviet Union." 


The Population of the Soviet Union: History and Prospects was 
published by the League of Nations in July, 1946.

POPULATION AND PEACE In 1929 Warren Thompson published his Danger 
IN THE PACIFIC Spots in World Population. Here he argued 
that there was afundamental incompatibility 

between the differential growth of population and the differential 
ownership of the world's resources. The world war which he envisioned 
has just ended with the defeat of the "Have-Not" nations which gambled 
their national existence onmilitary conquest of the lands and the re- 
sources they felt they needed. During that war, Thompson started a re- 
vision of his earlier study, which had been out of print since 1934. 
The materials on the population and the economy of the Pacific region 
have so expanded. that he decided to concentrate on the problems of that 
area. His new study has just been issued by the University of Chicago 
Press under the title of Population and Peace in the Pacific. The 
fundamental thesis remains the same as it was adecade and a half ago: 
",...large differentials in population pressure which are felt will 
lead the more crowded peoples to attempt to equalize these pressures 
by force whenever and wherever the chance of success seems reasonably 
good if force remains the only method of securing larger resources." 
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The thesis of the dangers to regional and world peace inherent 
in the rapid increase of Asiatic peoples within the economic-political 
milieu of colonialism and imperialism is documented for country after 
country throughout the Pacific area. For the islands of tropical 
Oceania, Australia and New Zealand, Manchoukuo, Japan, China, India, 
and the colonies of Southeast Asia there are comprehensive surveys of 
population, agriculture, natural resources, and industry. In Oceania 
the system that the white man has established to exploit the land he 
cannot settle can be maintained only by force. In Australia and New 
Zealand a thinly settled and largely undeveloped land lies adjacent to 
the rapidly increasing Asiatic peoples. "Australia's choice is not 
whether she will remain essentially as she is...or allow a relatively 
large amount of non-British immigration, but whether she would prefer 
the changes inher manner of life produced by a rather large non-British 
immigration of southern and eastern Europeans selected and controlled 
by herself, or those introduced by an Asiatic conqueror." 


Japan, the former Empire, and Manchoukuo receive the major empha- 
sis, at least inso far as amount of information is concerned. There 
are seven chapters devoted to Manchoukuo; the population, the food 
supply, and the mineral resources of the Empire; and the modern indus- 
trial development, the foreign trade, and the economic future of Japan 
Proper. The data generally available prior to the end of the war are 
carefully presented to reveal the demographic and economic processes 
operative both in Japan's industrial and colonial expansion and in her 
final recourse to war with the West. Thompson's conclusion, inte.- 
preted in the light of later developments, augers ill for the future 
peace of the Far East: "Either we must make a peace in which it is 
possible for Japan to support a growing population at improving levels 
of living for the next two or three decades orwe must be prepared for 
another outburst within a short time after we relax the vigilance of 
our police control over her economy." 


As for China, the "...race between increasing percapita produc- 
tivity and population growth is the real Malthusian dilemma, and China 
is caught on its horns." Her limited agricultural resources and the 
scarcity of forests and woods limit the opportunity for pioneer settle- 
ment within the Empire, and her mineral resources are inadequate. In- 
dustrialization is hampered by the absence of astrong central govern- 
ment, a semi-colonial status, the scarcity of capital, the absence of 
trained managerial personnel, the scarcity of skilled workers, and 
the social and psychological handicaps generated by a familial society 
venerating status. As a basis for discussing the future, Thompson 
makes the favorable assumptions that political unity and stability 
will soon be achieved, that the transportation system will be vigor- 
ously expanded, that industrialization will proceed as rapidly as it 
did in Japan after 1905, that agricultural expansion and improvement 
will be rapid, and that all these advances will continue for forty to 
fifty years. If these events should occur, birth rates remaining un- 
changed anddeath rates declining as they did earlier in India or For- 
mosa, the population of 400 million in1940 would increase to from 600 
to 700 million by 1980. "Can the increase in per capita productivity 
go on fast enough during the next forty to fifty years to care for 
such an increase in numbers at a substantially higher level of living? 
The answer must be 'No!' Therefore, it will not be any kindness to 
help China improve her agriculture and develop her industry merely to 
find that by the end of the century she has twice her present popula- 























tion existing at the level of living now prevailing....Help to China 
in modernizing her economy should be made contingent on the willingness 
of the Chinese leaders to show their people the need for voluntary 
control of population growth." In India, also, careful analysis leads 
to the same general conclusion: "Only for a_ short time can we help 
India to care for her 'teeming millions' by the more complete use of 
the resources in the thinly settled regions of the earth. The only 
permanent solution is for her to take measures of her own to reduce 
the teeming of her millions," 


A similar analysis of people, agriculture, resources, and indus- 
try is presented for each of the colonies of Southeast Asia and for 
Siam. Here the fundamental dynamics ot the economic-demographic sys- 
tem are similar to those in India and in China, but there is still 
room for agricultural expansion and the industrial potential is greater. 
Thompson places major emphasis onthe characteristics of the colonial 
system, its advantages to the colony and to the holding power, its 
inherent weaknesses and contradictions, and its dangers. 


The principal demographic conclusion is that there is neither 
land nor resources to support the gigantic populations that would re- 
sult if agricultural and industrial expansion and the attendant de- 
clines of mortality should occur within a cultural matrix that left 
fertility essentially unchanged. The equal rights of Asiatics and 
Europeans to the empty lands are important politically, but no con- 
ceivable migratory outlets in today's world could lessen appreciably 
the population pressure of India and China. For Japan, on the other 
hand, the trend of fertility is definitely downward and emigration 
might furnish a valuable safety-valve in the difficult years ahead. 


What does this demographic dilemma of the East mean politically? 
The relation. of population to peace in the Pacific is viewed as part 
of the world problem of the differential pressure of people on re- 
sources. The present differentials in world population growth are 
working against the West, for the East. "It is time for Western 
Europeans, while still strong, to begin to make concessions to the 
future great powers of the East," and, above all, to work for an 
international authority to deal with economic and demographic prob-— 
lems. "If South and East Asia maintain their present birth rate in- 
definitely, there is probably no hope of avoiding a life-and-death 
struggle between these peoples and the low-birth-rate peoples." 


And what are the implications for the United States? Since the 
enforcement of any settlement in the Pacific rests primarily with 
the United States, we should study carefully the implications of the 
population and colonial policies of all other nations, with our goal 
peace rather than the maintenance of the status quo. The interests 
of the United States will be served best if the land is used by the 
people who. need it and can work it, and if that industrial develop- 
ment which is correlated with declining fertility is aided. "A low 
birth rate everywhere is the only way in the long run to avoid the 
unbalancing of power relations arising from differential rates of 
population growth....A race for numbers is a race for poverty and, 
with the growing awareness of differences in resources, is bound to 
involve us in new wars."

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BRAZIL: Brazil is a land surprisingly unknown to 

PEOPLE AND INSTITUTIONS students of comparative demography, de- 

spite the increasing number of studies of 

its geography, its history, and its economy available inEnglish. It is 

a relatively empty land, hence regarded hopefully as a possible settle- 

ment area forthe non-repatriable peoples of Europe, the surplus people 

of Southern Italy, oreven the teeming millions of Asia. From another 

point of view, its sparse settlement, its high demographic potential, 

and its vast resources suggest that here indeed may be "the land of the 
future." 


Lynn Smith's Brazil: People and Institutions contributes sub- 
stantially to our knowledge and our understanding of this great neigh- 
bor to the south. His study includes not only a comprehensive survey 
of the demography and the social structure of rural Brazil but also 
voluminous translations, diary notes, and pictures which give some un- 
derstanding of the living fabric of Brazilian society to the student 
who has never lived in that country. 











Smith's organization is a conventional one, roughly similar to 
that which he used for his earlier study of the rural demography and 
the rural institutions of the United States. Part I, a brief intro- 
duction, is followed by sections of varying length on cultural diver- 
sity, the people, levels and standards of living, relations of people 
to the land, institutions, and conclusions. Demographers will be most 
interested inPart II, "Cultural diversity," andPartIII, "The people." 


Brazil isamosaic of segments andregions that have evolved over 
the centuries in response to differences in geography, history, and cul- 
tural origins. This mosaic is the result of what is almost a superimposi- 
tion of epochs; the country "...contains representations of all the 
cultural stages through which manhas passed during the last millenni- 
um." Ethnic and cultural elements vary from one locality to another 
even within well-defined regions. There is rational commercial agri- 
culture in S&o Paulo, peasant agriculture of the European type in the 
south, rice agriculture inRio Grande do Sul, and diversified commer- 
Cial agriculture around the large centers. Fire agriculture provides 
subsistence for the masses of the people outside these localized areas 
of commercial production. It is this hoe ordigging-stick agriculture 
with its attendant chronic poverty and intermittent undernourishment 
that determines the major processes of population change for the ma- 
jority of Brazil's people. High fertility, high mortality, and ex- 
cessive residential instability are its natural demographic correlates. 


It is impossible to summarize here even the broad outlines of 
Smith's analysisof the distribution and growth of population, racial 
composition and the "bleaching" process, fertility, mortality, immi- 
gration, internal migration, colonization and settlement, and the cul- 
tural patterns and social institutions associated with these demographic 
phenomena. The difficulties in quantitative analysis on a national 
level were tremendous. Official statistics are limited inextent, sub- 
ject to varying degrees oferror, and difficult to interpret in mean- 
ingful social, economic, or political terms. It was necessary, there- 
fore, torely heavily onoccasional provincial series, special studies, 
and indirect data, none of which could yield more than reasonable 
approximations. The only publication of the 1940 census listed in the 
bibliography is the Sinopse Preliminar dos Resultados Demograficos. 
Itis to be hoped thatarevised edition can be issued when it becomes 











possible to replace the data of the 1920 census with those of the 1940 
census, toadd an analysis of changes in the intervening decades, and 
to make those special analyses of fertility, mortality, and migration 
that will be possible when the detailed tabulations of the 1940 enumer- 
ation are published.

INDIA. THE FAMINE In 1944, for the fourth time inits history, the 
INQUIRY COMMISSION Government of India appointed a Famine Inquiry 

Commission, charging it"To investigate and re- 
port to the Central Government upon the causes of the food shortage and 
subsequent epidemics inIndia, andin particular in Bengal, in the year 
1943, and to make recommendations as to the prevention of their recur- 
rence, with special reference to: (a) the possibility of improving the 
diet of the people and the quality and yield of food crops, and (b) the 
possibility of improving the system of administration inrespect of the 
supply and distribution of food, the provision of emergent medical re- 
lief and the emergent arrangements for the control of epidemics in 
famine conditions in those areas and in those aspects in which the pres— 
ent system may be found to have been unsatisfactory." 


The first report of the 1944 Commission, published in May, 1945, 
was concerned primarily with the history and causes of the great famine 
of 1943. PartIof the present report is concerned with the emergency 
food situation in India as a whole and the steps taken to relieve it. 
Parts II-IV, which comprise the bulk of the report, are concerned, 
respectively, with "Population, nutrition and food policy," "Improve- 
ment of food production and nutrition," and "Improvement of agricultural 
economy." In this report acommittee consisting of both Britons and 
members of the different Indian communities struggled honestly and 
thoughtfully witha problem whichisessentially that of the future de- 
velopment of the Indian economy and the possibilities of life or death 
for the millions of Indians now alive and the even larger number of 
millions who will live in the future if famine and epidemic do not 
again bring catastrophe. This is not an academic treatise but a rel- 
atively quick assessment of a complicated situation, prepared by busy 
men asa guide to administrative action and governmental policy. 
Careful reading of the complete report indicates that many compromises 
must have ‘been necessary to reconcile divergent views, and that the 
Commission may have hesitated to pursue the full implications of its 
analysis to the ultimate pessimistic conclusions. None the less, this 
is a courageous report, although phrased inthe detached and moderate 
language of a government document. 


The history of the increase of the population of India and the 
factors responsible for itneed not be re-summarized for American de- 
mographers. The Famine Commission repeats the traditional Indian po- 
sition that "the primary problem is that of under-development of re- 
sources, both agricultural and industrial, ina wide sense of the 
term," but it states that "in relation to the existing stage of de- 
velopment of her industrial and agricultural resources India isin our 
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opinion over-populated." Within a generation India has become a food- 
importing rather than a food-exporting country. Pressure of popula- 
tion is shown by the decrease in size of holdings, the fragmentation 
of holdings, the increase in the number of landless laborers, the con- 
tinuing poverty, and the widespread mal- and under-nutrition. There 
has been an increase in total and agricultural resources and in total 
wealth, but "we find itdifficult to avoid the conclusion thatin 1880 
the whole food situation was in certain respects more favourable than 
the situation with which we are faced today." 


The short-run problem of increasing the food production involves 
almost insuperable difficulties. The area of cultivable but still un- 
cultivated land that can be brought into cultivation without heavy 
capital expenditure is small. The area of double-cropped land has. been 
expanded and land used for non-food crops, especially short staple 
cotton and jute, has been diverted to food crops. Attempts to increase 
production through the application of fertilizers are difficult, es- 
pecially since the pressure on the land is so great that small culti- 
vators cannot afford green manure crops. The cattle position is deteri- 
orating in most areas, and there is a shortage of iron and steel for 
farm implements. Improved seed has been distributed and vegetable 
production encouraged, but "a large increase in agricultural produc- 
tion in India by an extension of the area of cultivated land and an 
improvement in the yield peracre cfcrops through irrigation and other 
measures will not be achieved without intensive and sustained effort 
on the part of Government and people." 


In the long run measures necessary to remove the threat of famine 
and secure anadequate diet for the people merge into the broad prob- 
lems of economic and social development. The Commission holds that 
scientific knowledge and technology make it possible so to develop the 
resources of India as to "remove any future threat of famine and de- 
cisively raise standards of living and nutrition." Accepting this 
thesis, the problem becomes that of so organizing agricultural and 
industrial production as to realize the technical possibilities. The 
Commission thenconsiders problems of land tenure, agricultural prices, 
rural credit, cottage industries, village public works, large-scale 
industry, internal migration, and rural development organizations. 
It concludes that unless the numbers employed inindustry are increased 
very considerably efforts toraise the standard of living of the great 
mass of the people may prove fruitless. 


The members of the Famine Commission emphasize the relationship 
between population increase and the evolving food situation in the 
last three-quarters ofa century, and they state categorically that the 
implementation of their suggested program would result inan increasing 
rate of population growth. They suggest that the population may in- 
crease to 500 million within a quarter century, but beyond that they 
hazard no speculations. Recognizing that population cannot continue 
to increase indefinitely, they are forced to consider the difficult 
question of birth control. Their conclusion is that a deliberate 
state policy to encourage the practice of birth control among the 
masses is impracticable, and that, furthermore, a fall in the birth 
rate will tend to follow rather than to precede improving economic 
conditions. They recommend the development of health clinics, includ- 
ing maternity and child welfare centers, in which the knowledge of 
birth control can be imparted where heaith is endangered or for the 




















proper spacing of children. They also recommend the appointment of a 
Registrar General to the Government of India, whose functions shall in- 
clude the improvement of the registration systemand the study and in- 
terpretation of the changing patterns of fertility and mortality. 


Demographers will be particularly interested in the presentation 
and analysis of the answers to the following question, sent by the Com- 
mission to Proyincial Governments and anumber of private individuals: 
"Having regard to the present size of the population of your province 
and its potential growth, and having regard also to the present and 
potential resources of your province, are you convinced that measures 
should now be taken for securingalimitation of the rate of increase 
of the population? If so, state and discuss the measures you would 
recommend for this: purpose."
